Pre-Cooling Table Fowl 
Particularly Important 
The pre-cooling and proper han­ 
dling of poultry killed on the farm 
or at a packing plant is particular­ 
ly important because the bloom will 
be quickly lost if the birds are not 
pre-cooled without delay and also 
handled properly , asserts a writer 
in the Montreal Herald. 
Most of 
the farm poultry is killed in the 
fall when cool temperatures prev ail. 
II proper care is then observ ed in 
assembling and packing the birds 
they can be placed on the market in 
the best of condilicn. 
'Wherev er 
poultry is handled, the temperature 
of the pre-cooling room should be 
checked frequently with a reliable 
thermometer. A temperature of 32 
degrees Fahrenheit is the best for 
pre-cooling and handling dressed 
poultry . Fresh poultry can be han­ 
dled satisfactorily in a temperature 
a few degrees higher than 32 but 
nev er higher than 4 0 nor less than 
32; if less than 32 the birds will 
freeze. Ev ery effort should be m ade 
to pack the birds quickly and if 
intended 
for 
cold 
storage 
they 
should be frozen without delay . 
If 
they are intended for immediate 
consumption or for sale as fresh 
birds, they should be held at a tem­ 
perature of 32 degrees. 
i 
Some of the chief essentials In 
handling dressed poultry are: See 
that all birds are bled and plucked 
properly and that the feet and the 
mouth are washed clean. 
Birds 
should be hung up by both feet and 
allowed to pre-cool for twenty -four 
hours. The temperatures should be 
checked frequently with a thermom­ 
eter. In transporting poultry to as­ 
sembling or selling points it should 
be held at the temperature at which 
it was pre-cooled. 


Meat of the Turkey 
It is characteristic for all tur­ 
key s to hav e the two lay ers of white 
meat on the breast. Certain strains 
are dev eloped that y ield a larger 
percentage of white meat than oth­ 
ers, 
and management conditions 
hav e an influence upon the percent­ 
age of breast meat. 
Birds raised 
under semiconflned conditions wid 
where the weather is cool y ield a 
larger percentage of white 
m eat 
then range birds raised under dif­ 
ferent conditions. 


For safety dairy products are best 
kept cov ered and in the coldest 
place in the refrigerator.
